b. Please provide any data, studies, reports, or analyses that
support the assertion that “the marketplace creates sufficient
incentives for FairPoint to provide service that meets or
exceeds the customers’ expectations” where the customers in
question are “no frills” residential consumers (that is,
consumers seeking basic local exchange service with few or no
discretionary features, minimal toll calling and no broadband
or video demand).

OBJECTION: FairPoint objects to Data Request R-142 on the
grounds that it is vague, overbroad and unduly burdensome. Subject to
and without waiving these objections, FairPoint will provide
information responsive to Data Request R-142.
